To Legislature 


$100 Million More 
Funds Soughfr for 
School, Welfare Needs 


SPRINGFIELD lr — Gov

liam G. Stratton today asked the 
Illinois 
legislature to

The chief executive unveiled a 
$1,710,256,683 state budget for the 
two years starting next July I at a 
joint legislative session. 
His budget is pegged on a one- 
cent. 
one-year 
sales tax hike to 
produce IOO million dollars more to 
meet common school and welfare 
needs.

ference held before delivering the 
message.

Still Urges Judicial Reform 
Stratton said a revenue amend­ 
ment 
provides 
“the only perma­ 
nent and satisfactory solution 
to 
the 
problem 
of 
revenue,” 
and 
urged 
lawmakers 
to okay a new 
amendment for a spot on the 1956 
state ballot. 
He told reporters this does not 
conflict with his previous endorse­ 
ment of a new judicial article to 
the constitution. 
Judicial 
reform 
remains a “ key thing” in his pro­ 
gram. Stratton said. 
Stratton said a “ use” tax would 
produce about eight million dollars 
a year. 
He said its validity prob­ 
ably 
would be challenged in the 
courts, 
‘but I believe 
it should 
be tested out.” 
Stratton's over all budget was

appropriated 
to cover state 
needs for 1955-57, 
and sets a rec­ 
ord. 
Of the total. Stratton said $822,- 
200,000 would come from the gen­ 
eral revenue fund. This is the key 
fund in the state treasury. 
Stratton 
said 
his finance aides 
estimated 
that even with the 38- 
million-dollar general revenue bal­ 
ance expected July I, resources 
for the next two years would be 
$725.800.000—almost IOO million shy 
of needs. So, he said. he asked for 
higher sales taxes. 
“ Facts of life ” 
In drawing up the budget, Strat­ 
ton said he cut out “ many sin­ 
cere requests” for funds totaling 
more than 200 million dollars. But 
he said “ the facts of life are be­ 
fore us” on schools and welfare. 
“ The 
Budgetary 
Commission 
was 
unanimous in its view that 
these needs existed 
and must be 
met by increased funds,” he said. 
“ Therefore it becomes necessary 
to increase the retailer's occupa­ 
tion 
tax rate from 
two cents to 
three 
cents for one year as it is 
the 
only tax source sufficient to
